The FVAP staff is excited to announce
the kick-off for the 2003 Voting Slogan
Contest on Monday, March 3, 2003. We
are looking forward to your participation
in the contest.

The Voting Slogan Contest is a biennial
contest sponsored by the FVAP in its
efforts to promote interest in the
democratic process among citizens
covered under the Uniformed and Over-
seas Citizens Absentee Voting Act
(UOCAVA) -- members of the Uniformed
Services, the Merchant Marine, their
families, and all U.S. citizens residing
outside the United States.

It is very easy to participate. Just create
a simple slogan (or slogans) that
expresses in your own words the
importance of voting or something that
may inspire someone to vote and submit
it to the FVAP.

Upon completion of the contest (July 11,
2003), a panel of independent judges will
review all slogan submissions and
choose the winning slogan on its
originality and motivational value. This
winning slogan will be featured in the
FVAP's 2004/2005 media campaign
which focuses on increasing voter
awareness  among uU.S. citizens
worldwide and encouraging them to
participate in the democratic process. In
addition, the slogan will be posted on the
FVAP Website at www.fvap.gov, in the
2004/2005 Voting Assistance Guide, on
motivational ~ posters, audio visual
materials and in other FVAP publications
and manuals.

Notify Local Election Officials (LEO) of Address Change.

VAOs, be sure citizens are aware that it is their responsibility to notify their LEO of changes in their return mailing
address (where the citizen wants the LEO to send the ballot). FVAP recommends submitting one FPCA in January
of each year to ensure voter files are kept active and up-to-date, and that they receive ballots for all elections held
each year. Citizens should send FPCAs now if they have not done so.

Many LEOs report that absentee voting materials mailed to citizens are returned to them marked “Address
Unknown.” This problem may be caused by changes in duty stations or overseas residence where the materials are
not forwarded to the new address. Deployed Military Reserve members and newly assigned personnel will need to
inform their LEO if they will be away from their legal voting residence during an election or they are establishing a
new residence. If the voting materials are sent to the correct address the first time, the citizen should have enough
time to vote their ballot and return it to the LEO to meet state deadlines.

Use the Federal Post Card Application (FPCA) Form SF 76.

In addition to registration and absentee ballot request, the FPCA is used as a change of address form. Completion
instructions for each state are in the Guide. On the FPCA, the citizen will clearly indicate nhame, date of birth, and
new address. The new address is where the person wants to receive the ballot and is indicated in Iltem 4 - MAIL
ABSENTEE BALLOT TO. Be sure to indicate “new address” in the top of this box. A Social Security Number (SSN),
or the last four digits, can provide further information to help the LEO properly identify the voter. Addresses for LEOs
can be found in 2002-03 Voting Assistance Guide at the end of the instruction section for each state (also available
online at www.fvap.gov). (continued on next page)

Your Contact Information is Important.

To facilitate response from the LEO, the FVAP recommends
adding an e-mail address in item 4, a fax number in item 5 and a
phone number in item 7. Providing as much contact information
as possible will make it easier for the LEO to get back with the
citizen for any clarification, if necessary. The card must then be
signed and dated in the spaces indicated on the bottom d the
card. The card should be turned over and addressed to the LEO
as found in the Guide. A return address should also be provided.
Fold, seal and mail the FPCA to the LEO.

Note: The FPCA does not require postage if mailed in the U.S.
Postal System (including military postal system), however, local
country postage is required if mailed from outside the U.S. postal
system. In addition a printed copy of the online FPCA (OFPCA)
